LONDON (AP) - The crash of 
a TU104 jet airliner, showpiece of 
Soviet aviation, took the lives of 
the 65 passengers and all crew 
m em bers, 
Red China announced 
Sunday night. 
Peiping radio said there were 
no survivors of the crash Friday 
night at Karmsh, 400 m iles east 
of Moscow', and that am ong the 
dead were 16 Chinese governm ent 
officials. 
It was the first crash to be an­ 
nounced for the jet airliner, the 
pride o i the Soviet com m ercial air 
fleet.

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Nixon’s Decision to Step Out 
In Front May Mar *60 Chances

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
President Nixon has taken over 
direction of the Republican par­ 
ty’s campaign and, one way or an­ 
other, it should have a profound 
effect on hLs personal political fu­ 
ture. 
Nixon could have held aloof and 
quietly husbanded his strength for 
the presidential race in 19 60. In­ 
stead, he chose to pitch in with 
exertions matching in frequency 
and vehemence his campaign ef­ 
forts in 19 54 when, as now-, he w-as 
nbt a candidate. 
Tide Seems Against GOP 
The tide seems to be running 
against 
the 
Republicans. 
Demo­ 
crats confidently predict big gains 
in both House and Senate and even 
control of California, second only 
to New York in political impor­ 
tance. 
A Democratic landslide despite 
Nixon’s efforts might tarnish his 
prospects in I9 60. By closely iden­ 
tifying himself w-ith the 19 58 cam­ 
paign, he has taken the risk of 
being so deeply snowed under that 
he might not be able to dig him­ 
self out in time for the Republi­ 
can 
presidential 
nomination tw'o 
years hence. 
On the other hand, he might be 
better off if he can demonstrate 
enough political dynamism to nar­ 
row the margin of defeat if not 
stave it off entirely. In that case 
he might emerge as the rallying 
point for a revitalized GOP drive 
in 19 60. 
He Gets His Way 
Nixon’s determination to make 
a fight of it got him involved last 
week in a curious kind of public 
debate with the titular head of the 
party, 
President Eisenhower. 
In 
the upshot both Eisenhower and 
his chief Cabinet officer, Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles, backtracked, 
and Nixon had his way. 
Nixon’s campaign oratory w-as 
stingingly sharp. He accused the 
Trum&n 
administration of 
being 
spendthrift and yet miserly with 
defense funds. He said it “ spent 
more on peanuts than on mis­ 
siles.” 
When the Democrats published 
a manifesto critical of Eisenhow­ 
er foreign policy, Nixon fired back 
that “ the Acheson foreign policy 
resulted in war and the Eisenhow- 
er-Dulles 
policy 
resulted 
i n 
pea ce.” 
Frown on Statements 
In the wake of this, Eisenhower 
and Dulles told their news con­ 
ferences they hoped foreign policy 
would be kept out of the cam­ 


paign. They appeared to frown on 
Nixon’s slashing statements.
